0. Kimerlin, who succeeded in 
getting out most of his household 
effects, but still sustained a loss of 
$200 or more on things that could 
not be moved in time, 
g. The building was insured for 12,- 
7 BOO, but this will not cover the loss 
by $2,000 or $2,500. 
Jfcffhe house was a Gothic style cot- 
TOge, one and a half stories, with a 
basement,. It contained seven 
eight rooms Bnd was comparati' 
new. It was built by Mr. Jas. 
Radford ten or twelve years ago, 
who spared no pains to make i 
beautiful and desirable country 
home. It was built to replace a 
house that was burned. 

Mr. McReynolds also lost about 
$200 worth of furniture stored in the 
attic. 

> He will rebuild at once. In the 
meantime Mr. Kimerlin and his 
family are occupying an offict 
the yard that did not burn.

The meeting colled yesterday by 
"Farmers" turned out to be such a 
big affair that two meetings were 
held. Notwithstanding the rain, 
which fell all during the forenoon, 
the court house was packed to over- 
flowing at 1:30 o'clock with farmers. 
Probably 800 men were present, ev- 
ery part of the room being filled un- 
til standing room was at a premfiam. 

The meeting was called to order 
f ex sheriff L. R. Davis, of Crofton, 
and on motion Esq. B. F. Fuller, of 
Larkin, wa3 elected chairman. M 
Fuller said he came as a farmer in 
favor of the association, but with a 
desire to sell his tobacco to secure 
the money needed for living ex- 
penses. He did not want to pick a 
fuss with any one, but did want the 
association to sell both the old and 
new crop's and sell it so the farmer 
could get the most for his money. 
The organization was completed by 
the election of B. F. Wood, of Bain- 
bridge, Secretary. 

The resolutions known as the "Ly- 
on Resolutions" were then offered 
by Frank Pool, of Era. 

The Lyon county resolutions de- 
manded that the 1908 crop te sold 
loose by the association, and com- 
plained of the treatment accorded in 
the past and closing with a pledge 
not to sign another crop unles 
demands made were complied with. 

At the conclusion of the reading 
of the resolutions W. T. Davis, 6f 
Crofton, moved their adoption and 
chey weae adopted by a storm of 
ayes, followed by three or four noes. 

Amotion was then put to adjourn 
and the meeting adjourned, while 
cries were made for "Washington' 
by association members who did not 
favor the resolutions. A large part 
of the crowd remained and Mr. Jos. 
E. Washington, of Tennessee* took 
the stand and made a lengthy and 
impassioned appeal to the members 
not to be led away from their or- 
ganization.

If you pull down the bars now-, 
the trust buyers will think you are 
demoralized and the Imperial Co., 
instead of buying 10,000,000 pounds 
now, will wait, expecting to get 
your tobocco cheaper after awhile.

Dread Disease Yields to ■ 8imple Sur- 
gical Operation. 

Locomotor ataxia, the uervous dls- 
en«c puttie <>f the medical profession, 
can be positively cured, by >lmpl«jmr< 
glial methods, according to I>r.

ORE CONCENTRATOR. 

Improved Machine Prevents Washing 
Away of Fine Material. 

With a view of preventing the fine 
material from being washed away 
with the tailings and thus insuring a 
complete saving of t$e concentrates, 
an ore concentrator has recently been 
invented in which the water is inter- 
mittently applied, permitting the con- 
centrates to pass the impact line undis- 
turbed. The water first washes the 
concentrates forward, then, flowing 
back down upon the apron, washes 
out the material contained therein. 

In the accompanying engraving the 
apron or belt which carries the ma- 
terial to be concentrated is Indicated 
at A. The belt inclines upward in the 
direction of travel— that Is, toward the 
forward end. At B Is a hopper, which 
serves to distribute the material on to 
the belt. In front of tbe distributer Is 
a reservoir, C. from which water is fed 
through a series of chutes to a trough. 
D. The latter is journaled in brackets 
projecting from the reservoir. By 
means of a link, E, the trough Is con-

WITHDRAW AL Or TAOOFS. 

The evacuation of state troops 
from the night rider district has 
keen going on for several days and 
by today practically all of the sol- 
diers will have returned to their 
iomes. The Pineville company 
from Hickman and Cadiz were the 
first to arrive here Saturday morn- 
ing and left on an evening train for 
Pineville. reaching home Sunday 
night. They have been on duty in 
this end of the state for six or eight 



Capt. Utley's detachment of 15 
Madisonville men came in from Gra- 
eey Sunday and practically all of the 
camps excepting two have been 
broken up and the troops sent home. 
This is military headquarters and 
after depositing their camping out 
fits here they were sent home, 
later their equipments will be re- 
turned to Frankfort, unless they 
should be needed again. 

There is a feeling generally that 
the soldiers will not be needed 
again in this county. There are now 
ao independent tobacco houses ope- 
rating here and there seems to be 
but little bad feeling remaining be- 
tween the country and the town. 
The people of the country at last 
understand that Hopkinsville has all 
along shown a most friendly feeling 
towards them. The banks have ac- 
tommodated association members 
ms far as they couid, the merchants 
aave extended credit in many instan- 
res and no unkind word has appear- 
ed in any of the papers, even when 
ittempts were made in some quar- 
ters to misrepresent and to create 
prejudice. The city itself has ex 
*mpted from taxation tobacco stor- 
ed in the city for nearly a year, 
valued at the time of the assessment 
period at perhaps a half million dol 
lars. When it is realized that the 
taxes on $500,000 amount to $7,500, 
ahe farmers can better understand 
ihe liberal spirit the city-of-Hopkins- 
aille has shown in exempting all of 
this property from taxation, and 
the same policy will be pursued 
the future. It is not believed that 
any formidable movement against 
the city could be worked up now. 
Even the fear of prosecution no lon- 
ger disturbs the night riders, for 
reasons probably well understood by 
their friends. The only cases on the 
docket here were carried over until 
next March, and the last grand jury 
returned no new indictments. It is 
not believed that any further at- 
tempts to prosecute the raiders will 
l»e made for at least a year, or until 
conditions are changed. 

In view of all these faets, the peo- 
»jb of Hopkinsville do not entertain 
jnuch apprehension of trouble. 

It is further believed that Gov. 
Willson has some well formed pur- 
pose in putting the lawless elements 
cn their good behavior at this time 
and that if further outrages occur 
b* will try some entirely different 
tactics in dealing with the outlaws.

Now that smallpox, thanks to com- 
pulsory vaccination, has become a rar- 
ity In clvlllwd communities, scarlet 
lever steps forward as the worst of 

the eruptive diseases of childhood. 
It Is a malady of enormous antiquity. 
Thucjdides, writing nearly 500 years 
before the beginning of our era, called 
it a , heritage from the remote past. 
It has scourvted the white races In all 
ages and all countries, and the phy- 
sicians of all schools have leveled 
their heaviest artillery upon it. Tet 
It rematns a puzzle unsolved and an 
enemy unconquered even today. We 
are In doubt as to its cause, and there 
is no drug or antitoxin that will cure 
it. But despite all this the death rate 
from scarlet fever Is steadily declin- 
ing, and we may expect it to decline 
more and more as the years go by.

39 MOKE INDICTMENTS. 



Tom Johnson Presented On 
Charge of Assault With 
Deadly Weapon. 



Union City, Tenn., Nov. 30.— The 
fifteen indictment* found Saturday 
include only the eight men in jail at 
Nashville, and each one is charged 
with the murder of Capt. Rankin, 
except Tom Johnson. He is charg- 
ed, however, with the capital offense 
also, of assault while masked, with a 
deadly weapon, on Fred Burdick and 
Walter Pleasant. 

Thirty-nine more indictments will 
be presented to-day. They were not 
secured Saturday because of lack of 
time. 

One man's testimony before the 
grand jury gave in detail the death 
scene of Capt. Quentin Rankin. 

When he had been pulled up once 
by the rope the night riders let him 
down and told him they would give 
him five minutes in which to pray. 
He told them he did not need the 
five minutes' prayer for himself, as 
he had been praying for twenty 
years. When they again made their 
generous offer he again declined, 
but he said he would give that five 
minutes to them, as they needed it 
and he did not. 

They again pulled him up by the 
rope, shot him in three different 
parts of the body, and knocked out 
his front teeth with the butt end of 
a pistol.

Twenty-five Dead Bodies 
Are Taken From Wrecked 
Miae. 



"VICTIMS MAY BE 200. 



"Victims of Mariana Disaster 
Are All Badly Muti- 
lated. 



Pittsburg. Pa., Nov. 30— Twenty- 
five bodies, all but two of them hor- 
nbly mutilated and a' number of 
them dismembered, were yesterday 
taken from the mine of the Pitts^ 
burg-Buffalo Coal Company at Ma- 
riana, forty miles south of here, 
where an explosion occurred Satur- 
day, killing many men and casting 
into gloom what was until then con- 
sidered a model mining town of the 
world. 

There is no doubt that the death 
list will reach 138 men. Officials of 
the company, who last night stated 
that not over 125 had been killed, 
tonight admit that 138 men went 
down the shaft to work Saturday 
rooming. According to miners and 
others familiar with the number of 
men generally employed in the mine, 
death list will exceed the compa- 
i estimate by at least fifty. From 
no sources can an accurate statement 
as to the fatalities be secured, and 
it is possible that the exact number 
of men killed will never be known. 
Up to darkness to-night twenty-Five 
bodies had been brought to the sur- 
face in an iron bucket. A^ns, legs 
or heads were missing from some 
and the trunks of others were b 
ed, bruised and cut.

Over 30,000 Kentucky Cou- 
ples Granted Divorces. 



Washington, Nov. 27.— Nearly one 
million divorces were granted in the 
United States in the score of years 
ending in 1906. Of these 30,641 were 
registered in the State of Kentucky, 
30,447 in Tennessee and 60,721 in 
Indiana. 

While popular impression^ owing 
liberality of divorce laws has 
stamped South Dakota as being the 
Mecca of estranged couples, it in 
reality ranks far down in the list, 
Illinois, with 82,209, exceeding any- 
other state, with Ohio second and 
Texas third. The divorce rate in 
Kentucky in 1900 was 84 in every 
100,000 of population. The divorces 
granted in the state from 1867 to 
1886 was 10,248.
